JEFFERSON CITY. March 9.—After 
seven years’ fight to escape going to 
prison for bribery, Louis Decker, one of 
the members of the House of Delegates 
combine indicted while Folk was Circuit 
Attorney, must now serve a five-years’ 
sentence. The Supreme Court today 
affirmed this sentence passed upon him 
in 1906 in the Greene County Circuit 
Court. 

Decker is the eighth member of the 
Municipal Assembly to get a prison term 
as a result of Circuit Attorney Folk’s 
crusade.

Julius Lehmann got seven years 
and Emil Hartmann six.

TALKING, SAYS KNOX AFTER 
FIRST MEETING OF CABINET 





‘| President Pursues Policy of Prede- 


cessors—Meets Senators and 


Supreme Court Members. 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—President 
Taft's first Cabinet meeting convened 
at 11 o’clock today. All the members 
of the new Cabinet excépt Mr. Dickin- 
son, who is to be Secretary of War, 
were present. President Taft has de- 
termined not to permit the members of 
his Cabinet to discuss the business 
transacted. The meeting today broke 
up at 12:45, when Secretary Knox an- 
nounced Mr. Taft’s ruling. 

“The President has decided to pur- 

sue the policy of his predecessors and 
do his own talking,’ said Secretary 
Knox. Secretaries Wright, Meyer, Na- 
gel and Wilson confirmed this state- 
ment. Previous to the meeting Secre- 
itary Knox had a conference with Mr. 
‘Patt and the .President had time to 
receive the following callers: 
Gov. Ide of the Philippine Islands, 
Senators Bradley, Kentucky; Nixon, Ne- 
vada; Scott, West Virginia: Gamble, 
South Dakota, and Carter and Clark 
of Montana; Representatives Martin of 
South Dakota, Dwight of New’ York: 
former Senator Fulton, Oregon: former 
Representative Richardson, Tennessee, 
and Elmer Dover, secretary of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Re- 
publican Committee. 

Chief Justice Fuller and members of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
formally paid their respects to the 
President at the White House today.

It Had Been Given Mahoney 
to Prevent His Fainting at 
Time of Accident. 





The develcpment of an X-ray plate 
Tuesday at the City Hospital revealed 
the fact that Patrick Mahoney, whose 
case was diagnosed, when he was ad- 
mitted, as ‘lacerations, contusions and 
abrasions of the left leg and ankle,’’ 


has a broken back, 

Since Saturday evening, when Mahoney 
was admitted to the hospital, he has 
been confined in the Observation Ward, 
reserved for prisoners and alcoholics. 
This was due to the fact that the 
physician who examined him, and who 
made the contusions-abrasions diagno- 
sis, smelled whisky. The whisky was 
given to Mahoney after he was injured, 
to prevent him from fainting. 

Horse Fell on Him, 

Mahoney was taken to the hospital 
from 3400 Lindell avenue, where a horse 
belonging to Judge Henry 8S. Priest rear- 
ed and fell on him. No investigation of 
his case other’ than the physi- 
cian’s was made until Sunday, when 
X-ray photograph was taken Monday 
afternoon. Development of the plate 
showed that the eleventh dorsal verte- 
bra was fractured. Whether Mahoney 
will live is a matter of conjecture. 

Mahoney is 48 years old, and lives in 
a rooming house at Sixth and Morgan 
streets. 

The receiving physician when the man 
was admitted was Dr. A. W. - Becke- 
méyer, a junior. He told a Post-Dis-. 
patch alent that the man was. al- 4

Accompanied by the re- 
porter, he sought Dr. Cook.

An injunc- 
tion which Judge McDonald had: issued, 
forbidding the operation of the Bambrick 
quarry, at Florissant avenue and, Pen- 
rose street; in‘-a manner annoying and 
imperiling t. e neighbors, was repeatedly 
violated, and the Court held the rich 
owner of, the quarry responsible. 

“It Was the first. night I ever spent 
away from home in all my. life,’ re- 
marked Bambrick, who is 60 years old, 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter , asked 
him how he had rested. ‘‘But I slept 
all right.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 9.—So0 
great was the throng which tried to 
crowd into the courtroom this morning 
to hear the arguments in the Cooper- 


of the building appealed to the Judge 
and declared there was danger of a s8e- 
rious accident. Long after the room it- 
self could hold no more, the curious 
people continued to push into the corri- 
dors and up the stairways.

“The State has appealed to you to en- 
force the law. And the State’s idea of 
enforcing the law seems to be to con- 
vict some one, innocent or guilty. I 
want to say to you, gentlemen, that 
never in my life and in broad practice 
have I seen a witness so shamefully 
treated as was Col. Cooper by Capt, 
Fitzhugh.’ 

Te Besmirch, Not to Convict, 

“The prosecutor seemed careless as to 
whether he acquitted or convicted Col. 
Cooper of the murder of Senator Car- 
mack, but he did seem determined to 
besmirch the witness’ character. He ac- 
cused him of not paying his debts. What 
has that to do with the killing of Car- 
mack? They tried to make you believe 
that he embezzled funds as clerk and 
master of chancery. What has that to 
do with the killing of Catmack? < 

“You.saw.the. witness. onthe stand. 
You heard him swear that no-one ever 
lost a dollar through him. You heard 
him swear that his business methods 
were always’ unsuccessful; The whole 
scheme of the State was not to convict 
Col. Cooper of murder, but to disgrace 
him publicly on his record.’’

._IDEATH RATE FROM CANCER 
"AND SUICIDE INCREASING 
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The death rate from cancer and sui- 
cide in this country is steadily increas- 
ing, according to a report recently 
jesued by the Bureau of the Census. 
It is the eighth annual report on mor- 
tality statistics issued by that bureau 
and is for the: year 1907. It does not 
cover the whole country, but does cover 
a great part of it which is included in 
what is called by the bureau “‘the regis- 
tration area.” 

St. Joseph, Mo., has the lowest death 
rate per population of any of the larger 
cities in the registration area. It was 
9 per 1000 of estimatea population, while 
the rate for St. Paul was 10, for Omaha 
12, for Washington, D. C., %, and for 
Denver 28. New Orleans, with 2 deaths 
per 1000, had the largest death rate of 
all the larger cities. 

‘the death rate from suicide rose from 
14 per 100,000 population in 1906 to 16 in 
1907. 

The death rate from cancer rose from 
70. per 100,000 population in 1906 to 73 
in 1907. Cancer caused 30,514 deaths in 
1907, or 1494 more than in 1906. Of the 
various forms of this disease, cancer of 
the stomach and liver was responsible 
for nearly two out of every five deaths 
from cancer. 

Deaths From Tuberculosis Less, 

A remarkable showing of the report is 

that the deaths from tuberculosis of all 





~~ = = 


forms decreased slightly. The large 
cities with highest rates of death from 
tuberculosis were: Denver, 486; New Or- 
leans, 332; Washington, D. C., 280; Cin- 
cinnati, 266. The highest rates for cities 
having less than 100,000 inhabitants were 
for San Antonio, ‘i ex., 633, and Colo- 
rado Springs, 580. ‘l‘uberculosis of the 
lungs caused nearly nine-tenths of all 
the deaths from tuberculosis in its va- 
rious forms. 

The death rate from violence ‘of al! 
forms rose from 120 per 100,000 popula- 
tion in 1906 to 125 in 1907. Of the deaths 
from violence 43,004 were accidental, 6745 
were suicides and 2/08 were homicides. 
Deaths from railroad accidents num- 
bered 7676 and deaths from automobile 
accidents 294. 

Over one-fourth of the deaths were 
df children under 5 ‘years of age. For 
the period from 45 to 59 years of ago, 
heart disease outranked every other 
Cause of death, being responsibie for 
one-eighth of the deaths, while tuber- 
culosis ranked second, with 12 per cent. 

Of all the deainas in the registration 
area, tuberculosis caused 11 per cent, 
pneumonia 9 per cent, heart disease 8 
per cent, violence 7 per cent and diar- 
rhea and enteritis 7 per cent. , 

Statistics show that the death rate 
among the negroes is greater than 
among the white, the death rate among 
the whites being 18 and among the ne- 





groes 29 per 1000 population.

WOMAN HELPLESS 


Mrs. Mary Gill Shipped From 
Town to Town to Get Her 
Out of the Way. 





REFUSED BY HOSPITALS 





City Institution Cannot Take 
Her and Others Decline 
the Charge. 





Mrs. Mary Gill, helpless from sickness 
and without a friend or relative ex- 
vept a husband, who deserted her sev- 
aral months ago, is being cared for at 
Union Station by Matron Hunter and 
Sergt. Meehan, who says he. has beer 
unsuccesssful in attempts to have her 
admitted to the City Hospital and sev- 
eral private hospitats. 

Mrs. Gill, who is suffering from loco- 
motor ataxia, reached Union Station 
Monday from Ste. Genevieve, Mo., hav- 
ing been sent to St. Louis by the au- 
thorities there. Because of her afflic- 
tion she cannot walk and cannot even 
feed herself. Sergt. Meehan said the 
City Hospital refused to receive her 
because she was not a resident of St. 
Louis, and that private hospitals he 
had asked to take her in declined to 
do 80. 

Mrs. Gill, who is 56 years old, 
Meehan that after her 
husband deserted her several months 
ago, she carmed on the business of 
a peddlier in Arkansas. Her horse 
died three weeks ago in Black Rock, 
Ark., and she was left without means 
of making a living. She said she did 
not know the different |towns she had 
been in, but remembered that ‘from Ca- 
rothersville, Mo., she had been sent to 
Cape Girardeau, from there to Ste. Gen- 
evieve and from there to St. Louis. 

Shipped From Town to Town. 

“I have no home,” Mrs. -Gill told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, speaking with 
difficulty because of her ailment, ‘‘and 
do not care what becomes of me. “I 
came from nowhere and am going no 
place, 

“Carruthersville shipped me to Cape 
Girardeau, and they sent me on to Ste. 
Genevieve, and the Ste. Genevieve 
people sent me to St. Louis. 

“In each town they told me they did 
not want me, and asked me to get out, 
but they did not help me. They mere- 
ly gave me a railroad ticket to the 
next place, but no money or food. 

“I used to make a good living peddling 
in Arkansas, in the swamp district. 
First I got this ailment of the limbs—I 
cannot rémember the long name the 
doctors call it—and then my husband 
got tired of me and left me. That was 
four years ago. He left me the wagon 
and horse and I went on peddling the 
best I could. 

Rad Lack Continues, 

“But my bad luck continued. In 
Black Rock my horse died. That left 
me stranded. I did not have money 
enough to get another, so I sold the 
wagon. That gave me money enough 
to live a little while, but when it was 
gone my troubles commenced. 

“Black Rock did not want me, and 
The other towns 
all did the same. Now it looks like St. 
Louis will not take me. I guess I 
ought to go off and die.”

TRAILED -FOR’ WEEKS 
Attorneys Go to- Rescue lay 
Wealthy Father - in - Law 
Withdraws From Bond.

DANVILLE, Ill., March 9.—With a 4- 
year-old daughter playing at his feet 
and his wife with a 3-months-old babe 
in her arms sitting just behind him, 
Charles E. Brown, one of the best- 
known attorneys in Eastern Illinois, is 
battling in the Federal Court here to 
evade the disgrace of a sentence to the 
Government prison at Leavenworth, 
Kan., on a counterfeiting charge. 

Since his arrest at his home here last 
July, Brown has aged greatly. Former- 
ly a handsome man, in the prime of life, 
there are now furrows on his forehead 
and dark circles about his eyes. His wife 
is much calmer than he and frequently 
reached over during the trial to pat him 
on the hand as she whispers some mes- 
sage of encouragement. 

Trailed for Weeks. 

The most damaging testimony against 
Brown has been given by Capt. Porter 
of the secret service, who is corrobo- 
rated by United States Marshal Watts. 
Capt. Porter testified that he found in 
the basement at the Brown home all of 
the necessary paraphernalia for coun- 
te: feiting, including dies, lathes and 
hundreds of silver disks of the size of 
half dollars, quarters, nickles and 
himes. These were introduced in evi- 
dence. The arrest came, according to 
the testimony of the secret service man, 
after he had trailed Brown for weeks 
as the latter was vis“Tng various <Chica- 
go business houses, purchasing the al- 
leged counterfeiting outfit. 

Ex-Senator William Acton in making 
the opening statement for the defense 
declared that it would be shown that 
Rrown had purchased the outfit for the 
purpose of going into the medal adver- 
tising business. The defense will 
piebably not have an inning until 
Wednesday morning. It is understood 
that when it opens its case, it will in- 
troduce as character witnesses many 
of the leading attorneys of the city. 

Twenty-five of these attorneys have 
given a $10,000 bond for the defendant. 

Brown, who comes of one of the tmhost 
prominent families socially in Danville, 
was immediately, following his arrest 
last July, released on bond given by his 
father-in-law, Wesley Lies of Fairmount, 
Il., who is worth $600,000. Three months 
ago, without explanation, the father- 
in-law withdrew from his bond. 

United States Marshall Watts, who 
tias an office in this city, started out to 
re-arrest his man again. He is\a per- 
sonal acquaintance of Brown, and as 
he approached him, the latter, innocent 
of his intentions, extended his hand 
and said, ‘“‘Congratulate me, John, an 
eight-pound boy asrived at my house 
last night.’” When Marshall Watts no- 
tified him that he was under arrest 
again, Brown begged piteously for his 
freedom. He was compelled to spend 
the night in jail, however, and the fol- 
lowing day his brother attorneys gave 
bond for his release.

the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. from Missouri 
because that corporation had failed to 


ard Oil Co., as required by the Supreme 
Court in its decision against the oil 


companies, in the suit brought by At- 
torney-General Hadley. Five judges fa- 
vored the ruling. Woodson and Lamm 
dissented. 

In the case of the Standard and Re- 
public ofl companies, the Court refused 
to grant a rehearing and the Court’s 
ouster order against them stands. 

The effect of these decisions is to 
expel the Standard and Republic oil 
companies from Missouri and to restore 
to the Waters-Pierce company, @0 per 
cent of whose stock is held by the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, the 
right to do business within the State. 

Standard Expected to Appeal. | 

The Standard Oil interests are ex- 
pected to appeal from the decision and 
carry their case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

The decision is considered a great vic- 
tory for the Waters-Pierce interests, and 
comes as a surprise to Gov. Hadley and 
Attorney-General Major, who understood 
that under the terms of the Supreme 
Court’s original decree the Waters- 
Pierce must not only part with the 
Standard Oil shareholdings, but effect a 
i complete reorganization of its financial 
affairs,

The direct expression of popular opinion may be 
especially valuable in a local campaign, such as 
that now pending in this city, wherein vital pub- 
lic interests are involved.

‘What should the voters do in the April 
election to promote the best interests of the 
city?

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HISTORICAL MUSEUM IN THE PARK. 

Park Commissioner Seanlan should be com- 
mended for his general policy, which insists upon 
keeping the parks clear of all but public uses. 

But is. it not pedantic to apply the rule in the 
case of the Missouri Historical Museum? That 
institution is purely public in its spirit and pur- 
pose and this is not less a fact because the man- 
agement and operation are in private control. 
There is a private golf club in the park, ex- 
clusively for the use of members who pay initia- 
tion fees and dues. There is nothing but private 
interest in it. But Mr. Scanlan has not, so far 
as we know, ever taken steps to turn it out. 

The further objection that no building should 
be erected in the parks not. connected with out 
door recreation and amusements would exclude 
several museums from Central Park, New York. 
But though that is a smaller park than Forest 
Park and the museums are in private control they 
are considered attractive features and certain- 
ly do not interfere with out-door pleasure which 
make the primary purpose of the park. 

The Missouri Historical Society is not a private 
enterprise. It owns large and valuable arch- 
eological and historical collections which, if 
| housed in the park would be of very great worth 
to the public. It would be to ffirther the public 
uses of the park if an acre or so were set apart 
for a museum and grounds. 

No precedent helpful to invasion by private 
interest can be drawn from such a use. If Mr.

WASHINGTON, March/A.—A low esti- 
mate of the cost of thg Sixtieth Con- 
gress places it at $15,000,000. The sala- 
ries, mileage, clerk hire and stationery 
allowances of the $2 senators and 391 
representatives alone aggregate about 


$10,000,000. To this must be added the 
pay for the army of clerks, doorkeep- 
ers, janitors; messengers, elevator men, 
stenographers, pages and other em- 
ployes. The cost of maintaining the 
Capitol—fuel, janitor service, watchmen, 
policemen and a thousand other éex- 
penses—must ve added. The enormous 
printing bill also goes into the calcula- 
tion.

Will Increase Costof Liquor, 
Say Coopers. 


COOPERAGE MEN MEET 


National Association Alarmed 
at Probable Effects of 
Deforestation. 


According to members of the National 
Coopers’ Association, in convention at 
the Southern Hotel, prohibition is not 
the only menace threatening the whisky 
consumer. Whisky is considered fit to 
drink only after it has been aged and 
colored in oak barrels. Whisky chars 
the interior of the barrel and gets its 
fine color from the process. 

Oak timber is becoming so scarce that 
in a few years there may not be enough 
left to barrel the whisky manufactured 
and consumed in the United States. No 
other barrel properly answers the pur- 
pose for aging and coloring whisky. 

The price of oak lumber has increased 


more than 70 per cent in the past six 


years. As it continues to advance in 
price the price of whisky will have 
either to go up or the consumer's whis- 
ky glass will have to be decreased in 
size. 

Whisky and prohibition are only in- 
cidental features of the convention. The 
timber question is regarded by the 
coopers as of far greater importance. 
Many of the leading cooper manufac- 
turers are active prohibitionists and lo- 
cal optionists. 

The convention was called to order at 
19 a. m. by W. Palmer Clarkson of St. 
Louis, the. president. The coopers hold 
all their annual conventions in St. Louis 
and local men usually’ hold the im- 
portant offices. The secretary ‘is ‘F.’ J. 
Benner of the Union Cooperage Co.. 

Mr. Clarkson said the waste incident 
to the use of oak timber is enormous, 
fully 30 per cent of the trees being left 
in the- woods. He urged the association 
to take some action toward the utiliza- 
tion of the waste timber. He declared 
that the association should also work 
with the Government for the conserva- 
tion of our forests. 

Mistake to Fight Railroads. 

Mr. Clarkson said it was a mistake 
to fight the rallroads.. He safd better 
results could be obtained by eo-operat- 
ing with them, d@e the railroad men 
have been brought to a state of mind 
where they are willing to hear the 
shippers’ side of the question. 

Papers on Forestry will be read by 
Henry Herget of Peoria and Walker 
Welford of Memphis, and a paper pre- 
pared by M. D. Welch of Omaha, who 
fs .in California, will be read by the 
president. Mr. Welch has made an ex- 
haustive study of the timber question, 
and he will present the result of his in- 
vestigation of reforestration in the 
West.
